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PRINCE GEORGE B.C. $3.00 WOODEN TOKEN:

& In June, the Prince George, British Columbia 

Chamber of Commerce issued its year 2000, $3.00 

municipal trade token printed on white spruce, three 

inches in diameter and 1/4 inch in thickness. For many 

years now, this has been the largest wooden trade token 
issued in Canada. 

In the local Prince George area, the wood sells 
for $3.00. Most woods are not redeemed for 
merchandise, but are kept as souvenirs by tourists and 
collectors. 

The obverse side, printed in blue ink, 
commemorates the Scott Tournament of Hearts 
women’s curling tournament, which was held in Prince 
George this past winter. 

The central design shows four hearts with 2000 / 
PRINCE GEORGE printed just above them and THE 
SCOTT / TOURNAMENT / OF HEARTS pninted just 
below them. An incomplete oval frames this design. 
ISSUE / #152 is at the left , VALUE / $3.00 is at the 

@ right and EXPIRES DEC 00 is below the design. 
PRINCE GEORGE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE is 
around the top of the token while NEGOTIABLE 
ONLY FOR MERCHANDISE / BY VISITORS TO THE WHITE SPRUCE CAPITAL is 
around the bottom. 

The reverse side, printed in black, shows the usual map of British Columbia indicating 
where Prince George is situated. The mascot of Prince George, a wooden man made of spruce, 
called Mr. P.G., is shown in the upper right corner. The inscription around the outer part of the 
token reads THE CENTRE CITY OF BRITISH COLUMBIA THE WESTERN WHITE 
SPRUCE CAPITAL OF THE WORLD. 

Mark Johnson designed the wood and the Wayne’s Country Wood Shop of Prince George 
printed the woods. It is noticed that the wooden tokens are cut on the cross grain of the heart of 
the log, showing the heart and rings. Five hundred wooden tokens were printed. 

This is the 152nd issue of the large spruce municipal tokens issued by the Prince George 
Chamber of Commerce. Their fist was issued in 1958. At first, the token was sold locally for 
$1.00 and more recently for $2.00. The first $3.00 token was issued in 1999. 

This token is available, postpaid, for $5.45 Canadian or $3.87 U.S. from the Prince George
